Touring Necessities 



THE joy of touring has many times been spoiled for both 
the seasoned tourist and the novice because he has not 
provided himself with certain accessories and little con- 
veniences which would have been "just the thing" in an 
emergency. While it is not expected that the tourist should 
carry all of the things in the following list, he should provide 
as many as will best fit his needs, taking into consideration 
the condition of roads, the accessibility of hotels and garages, 
and particularly the supply stations of the car manufacturers. 

Before starting your tour be sure that all tires are in good 
condition and inflated as directed by the tire company. 
Tires should be new or in good condition. It would be well 
to paint all rims with graphite paint to prevent rust and 
facilitate removal. 

The removal of the tire from the rims is usually a tire- 
some, back-aching and provoking job, particularly when the 
rim has become rusted. You cannot always wait until you 
come to a garage to have the work done by a mechanic. 
The wise motorist will procure a rim tool such as the recom- 
mended Greb Tire Remover and Replacer, which will be 
found entirely satisfactory. 

The average tool kit which comes with the car should be 
supplemented with a set of socket wrenches which may be 
purchased in a case or convenient bag. These special 
wrenches are so fitted that there is a place for each one.

Get one with either a long handle or a 
chain, so that it will not be necessary to kneel in the mud 
to operate the jack. A block of wood 8 inches square and 1 y 2 
inches thick should be carried to put under the jack when the 
ground is uneven. 

A squirt gun filled with a tar-removing fluid is very 
essential. After you have driven over a freshly oiled, tarred, 
or bitulithic road, spray the body and chassis, and the oil 
or tar is quickly removed. The prompt application of such 
fluid will prevent the spotting of the paint, improves the 
appearance of the car, and restores the luster of the var- 
nish. 

Before you start, see that your tire pump is in perfect 
condition. There is nothing harder on a motorist than a poor 
pump, particularly on a hot day — or on a rainy day. 
Punctures may come at any time and often. 

Extra spark plugs should always be carried. See that these 

[)lugs and gaskets fit your motor, and do not carry them 
oose in your tool box. Get a case for them and have each 
plug tested to see that it sparks properly.
